BRAIN WORK. SOLD BY D. M. WATERS, 


Sts Effect Upen the Body and the 
Kind of Food It Demands, 

The changes of tissue in the brain 
that take place during study and 
thought are very important and very 
rapid, It has been estimated that three 
bours of brain work cause as great an 
exhaustion of the forees‘of the body as 
an entire day of manual labor. 

This waste must be replaced by 
abundant food, but Its selection re 
quires careful consideration and often 
self denial, for many things which the 
physical worker can eat with perfect 
impunity are slow polson to the brain 
worker, who exercises the brain at 
the expense of the body and rarely 
gives the latter sufficient exercise to 
counteract the mental strain and keep 
it in condition to resist disease, Bear 
in mind that, while the waste of the 
body is much more rapid, the depriva- 
tion of physical exercise encourages 
torpidity of the. ¢oluntary functions 
and renders them sluggish in eliminat- 
ing these wastes; therefore it is of the 
utmost importance that the tasks im- 
posed upon them should be light. 

Braln workers require the most con- 
centrated and easily digested. foods, 
They sbould eat freah bee? and mut- 
ton, fish, egga—cooked in many forma, 
but never hard bdiled or fried—oysters 
and crisp salads, lettuce, chicory, toma: 
toes, watercress, etc, with mayonnaise 
or French dressing. They should begin 
the day with fruit and make it form 
the principal part of luncheon and be 
very sparing in thelr use of cereals, 
eschewing entirely white bread and 
oatmeal, Thelr ideal luncheon, which 
must be light if they continue to work 
in the afternoon, is a glass of milk or 
cup of hot chocolate or, better still, a 
glase of fresh dbuiiaiits, with tesco 
three graham wafers or a bit of toast 
and sore frult, an apple “gs er an or 
ange.

GREAT DURBAR’S CLIMAX. 


Loyal Multitudes Present at  Yes- 
terday’s Ceremony. 

_ Delhi India Jan. 2.—Tens of thousands 
of people from the City of Delhi ané 
from villages far and near began gath- 
ering at daybreak on the 
gteat plain outside the city, There 
they waited patiently for the supreme 
announcement of the durbar, that King 
Edward was Emperor of India. Soon 
the plain was filled with crowding mase- 
es of people, and the brightly-colored 
clothing of the vast throng covered the 
space with gorgeous hues. ‘The crowd 
on the plain was composed largely of 
the common people, but among it could 
be seen the retainers of the ‘various 
rajahs who had assembled for the fune- 
tion. The whole ceremony was favored 
with brilliant sunshine. 

The arrival at the amphitheatre of 
the Viceroy of India, Lord Curzon of 
Keddleston, and other dignitaries and 
the Princes was one of' the brilliant ept- 
sodes of the day. “Lady Curzon was 
Gressed in pale bluc chiffon, trimmed 
with passementeric, She wore a flower 
hat. Lord Curzon was in full uniform, 
with cocked hat. The Duke of Con- 
naught had on a Field Marshal's uni- 
form, and the Duchess of Connaught 
wore a costume of cream lace over white 
silk, with silver trimmings and a cream 
toque. 

The Vrinces were clad in silks and 
adorned with jewels, and their bors 
and carriages were brilliant with trap- 
pings of gold. The spectacle within the 
arena was most striking and gorgeous, 
The Pathan chiefs and the Sirdars were 
resplendent in brilliant raimen:.

The Viceroy was es 
corted by Sir Pertab Fingh. Alight- 
ing from hie carriage, Lord Curzon 
mounted the dais to the throne, which 
was decorated with golden lions and 
around which were placed massive ail- 
ver footstools. The throne itself was 
surmounted by a canopy of white and

In the King’s message, which, was 
then read by Lord Curzon, his Majesty 
said that the Prince and Princess of 
Wales would shortly visit India,

Half e Milllon More Beotehmen. 

Hetalls of the seventh decennial 
census of the population of Scotland 
- Were issued in blue-book form recent- 
ly, together with the report made by 
the Faininen-Generat and Dr, Diair 
Cunynghame the Secretary for 
Scotland. The statistical informa- 
tion is conveyed by means of a ser- 
les of tables covering over four hund- 
red pages, 

in June last @ preliminary report 
was issucd giving the population of 
Scotland as 4,472,000, After a re- 
visal of the lista it has been settled 
that this fell short of tho realitics 
by 103 persons. The males number- 
ed 2,173,755, the females 2,298,348. 
At the date of the previous taking of 
th: census, the population was 4,+ 

25.017—tha mation, 2V44,717; the 
females,, 2,082,0%0; thus giving a 
total increase of 446,456 persons, 
241,038 being of the male sex, and 
215,418 of the female.’ The rate of 
increase is, for the sexes combined, 
12.00 per c:nt.; that for the males 
ulone being 11.89. per cent. and for 
the females 10.84 per cent. This rate 
of increase, as shown in an appendix 
is greater by 3.82 per-cent. than waa 
the rate at fast census, when it was 
7.77 per cent.; the male rate of in- 
crvase at that date being 7.96 per 
cent. ‘The rate of increase at tho 
present census is higher Yban ony 
since 1531, when it was 13.04 per 
vent, 

Ay is always the case, the increase 
of a population during any period 1s 
detormincd by two factgra, the excess 
of births over deaths and the num. 
ber of emigrants. From the reports 
of the Registrar-Genera] it is shown 
that fn Scatland during the intercen- 
sal period, 1891-1901, there were re 
uistered 1.270.408 births and 70, 
7O3 deaths, which leaves an excess 
of births over deaths of 489,795 per- 
nons. ‘The real increese of the popu- 
lation 9@ enumerated, however, is 
$16.450 versons.—London News

San Jose Scale Remedies. 

The report of the San Jose scale 
comuission with reference to the re- 
cent exveriments by Inspector Fisher, 
tear Grimsby, has been recetved by 
ilcn. John Dryden. The comfnission- 
ers, Dr. James Mills of Guelph, W. 
WN. Bunting of St. Catharines and 
John Dearness of London, as briefly 
(ntimated some days ago, express 
ereat satisfaction at the resulta 
achieved by Mr. Fisher. The rem- 
edy, the kerosene emulsion, is intend- 
ed for use fn the summer—July, Au- 
gust and September—when the leaves 
are on, and the other, the mixture of 
lime and sulphur, is intended for 
winter, in March or April, when the 
trees are bare. In each case several 
different triats were made, by vary- 
ing the proportions. of the ingred- 
fents. ‘The commissioners, however, 
found the following to give the best 
results:-—For Bummer, one part of 
coal oil to six parts of water, em-: 
ulsified with whale oil soap, in the 
Proportion of one-half pound per 
gallon of oil. Almost equally good 
results have bech obtained from 
treatinent with an emulsion of crude 
petroleum, 

‘Tho best mixture fend for the 
winter was 30 pounds of lime, with 
15 pounds ef sulphur, in water suff- 
cient to make a total of 30 gallons, 
In concluding their report the com- 
missioners express tho hope that by 
their continued use from to 
year the Province may be rid of the 
scale in @ short time.

The First English Sank Forger an¢ 
F the Story of His Fall, 

The story of the first bank forger, 
Richard William Vaughan, ts ‘Little 
known. Vaughan was the brother of a ; 
Stafford lawyer and became clerk to @ 
solicitor in London. He wished to 
marry bis master’s daughter and prom- 
sed to produce the sum of £1,000, 
which, be said, his mother would pre 
sent to him, half of it to be settled om 
his wife, On these terms the father 
consentedto the marriage,and Vaughan 
obtained a month's leave of absence, 

He occupied this period in obtaining 
engraved impressions in imitation of 
twenty pound Bank of England notes, 
which was not such a difficult matter 
then, such things as forged notes be- 
Ing unknown, With fifty of these 
abam notes he presented hiniself at the 
®ppoloted time, and his fancee accepts - 
ed her share in perfect good faith, and 
the marriage preparatious were pr 
ceeded with. al 

Unfortunately be wanted ready mon- 
ey and put two of his own forged 
notes into circulation, They were clial- 
lenged, when he became alarmed and 
tried to get back the notes he had 
given to the young uady, but she re-/ 
fused to yleld them dp, suspecting 
nothing of their true nature, and when 
Vaughan was arrested next day she 
would hardly, believe even then that 
she had been deceived...

Senator Hoar Asks Senate to Take 
Action, 

Washington, Jan. 6.—\When the Sen- 
ite reassembled after the holiday 
recess few Senators were nt Al

HISTORIC HITCHING POST, 


One of the Familiar Landmarks ef 
the National Capital. 

One of {de oldest signs in Washing 
ton is the tant iron igure of a China- 
man about three and a half feet In 
height that ctands in front of a Uvery 
Stable on Sixth street northwest be 
tween Pennsylvania and Looisisna 
avenues. It has been there since 1803 
and is one of the familar landmarks 
of the city, 

During the civil war Generals Grar, 
dfcClellam, Hooker and others i 
patronized this stabie a grent deal tied 
thelr ateeds to this hitching post, and 
since then other distinguished persor- 
ages have had occasicn to use this post 
Suring every presidential] Inauguration 
that has occurred since Lincoln's sec. 
ond term. 

As a matter of fact, this much of 
Sixth street northwest, between Penn- 
syivania and Louisiana avenues, is a 
historic locality in more than one 
sense. It was on the corner +¢ thia 
etreet and Loulsiana avenue that Gen- 
eral Robert E, Lee bade farewell to hia 
old commander, General Winfeld 
Scott, whep the former withdrew from 
the Union army to join that of the 
Confederacy. During the first two 
yoars of the war General McClellan 
and others came here regularly to pur-

RECORD IN SUICIDES. 


Vienna Still Leads the Cities of

Vienna, Jan. 10.—Statistica for 1902 
demonstrate that Vienna continues in 
the front rank of the European capitals 
in,the number of suicides. Last year's 
records show that there were 453 
deaths from suicide and 467 attempts at 
self-destruction. ‘Ihe number of women 
suicides increased in ten years from 57 
to 8% Most of the deatims are nix 
tributed to love and to hunger. ‘Ihe 
former wan responsible for 100 suicides 
or attempts at self-destruction, poverty” 
for 158, insanity for 127, domestic trou- 
dlea for 72 and financial losses for 1.

purchase 500,000 acres in the southern 
Alberta district, near Lethbridge, ‘for 
$3 per acre. ‘the lands are in what is 
\ generally deemed. to- be the-arid-bdelt, , 
but the company undertake’ by means of 
irrigation to bring them into « state of 
cultivation, ive hundred “thousand 
acres at $3 per acre would mean a total 
. outlay for the purchase of $1,500,000. 
But the company have already made an 
expenditure of $612,403. upon irrigation 
works, ‘They are, therefore. to be al- 
lowed a credit up tq 60 cents per Acre 
for one-half this sum, amounting to 
$300,000. They will also make further 
expenditures for surveys, etc., to com- 
~plete the proposed extension @f their ir- 
rigation system. On this thty are al- 
lowed a credit up to $1.40 per acre, or 
a total of $700,000. ‘This leaves s bal« 
ance of $500,000, which is to bo paid in 
ten equal instalments of $50,000, begin- 
ning on December Ist, ‘1907, with inter- 
est at 5 per cent. per annum from Dec:

‘Washington, Jan. 10—In a report ro- 
ceived yesterday by Secretary Wilson Dr, 
Salmon, the chief of the Bureau of Asi- 
mal Industry, who is in Boston direct. 
ing the campaign against the epidemic 
of foot and mouth disease, says that the 
disease will be stamped out this winter 
unless it has been carried to some other 
part of the country where it is yet un- 
discovered, The apres have only two 
herda on hand, which were reported 
within the last two or three days. The 
largest of these herds was to have been 
killed.

‘The Age of the Water Clock 

As far back os 2636 B. C, a China- 
man named Hwang Ti discovered the 
principle of the water clock, or “clep- 
eydra.” 

It was a very crude instrument, chief- 
ly for astronomical purposes, and was 
committed to the care of an officer 
known as the “clepsydra adjuster.” It 
consisted of two copper vessels, one 
abore and one below, the former hay- 
ing a hole In the bottom, through 
which the water percolated into the 
latter, where there was a float, the 
graduat rise of which indicated periods 
of time. Portable contrivances of this 
Cescription were sometimes carried on 
horseback. 

Instruments constructed on the same 
principle were in use among the Chal- 
deans and Egyptians at ap early pe 
tiod. The invention in western Asia 
waa independent of that in the east, 
both being the result of similar wants. 
Clepsydras were subsequently formed 
of @ series of vessels communicating 
by tubes passing through figures of 
dragons and other images, the whole 
being rendered yet more ornamental 
by floats held between the bands of 
fenll.

The work of cxamination of the 
surfuce waleis cf this country io 
cently inaugurated by the division of 
hydrography of -the United States 
geological survey may shed some 
new light on the old moot quostivg 
as to how Jong a distance it is ne 
cessary for a river to iow in order 
to omily itse!f, ‘This is the question 
at Lwue betwoen the citics of Chicago 
and St. Louis, odeasioncd by the 
opening of the Chicago drainage ca- 
nal, through which! the sewage of 
Chicago is conductéd to the Missis- 
sippi River via Des Plaines and Mli- 
nois Rivers, the St. Louis people 
insisting that there will follow ef- 
fects detrimental to the waters of 
the Mississippi at the latter city. 

Jt is well known from chemical 
analysis and physical examination 
that a varying dogree of purification 
takes place in a river in the course 
of its progress. 

In early days this was thought to 
be Wue to aeration, and the tambling 
of Water down mountain sides became 
the basis for poetic typification of 
Purity. The experiments of the Mas- 
Sachusctts State Board of Health 
have shown that acration has little 
or no eflect upon the condition of or 
ganic matter in water—that is, the 
organic matter fs not assisted in its 
oxidation by agitation in the air. It 
was also found that the highest  de- 
gree of activity in- oxidation proces 
sesisto be found in quiescent or 
stagnant waters. It then became 
clear that self purification in a slug- 
&ish stream is far more effective than 
in a swiff current and that dams and 
other impediments. have a beneficial 
eflect upon the condition of water in 
river. channels. 

The promulgation of these facts led 
toan entire change in the ideas con- 
cerning the distance nocessary for 
Stream purification, and it is now un- 
derstood that no hard and fast rules 
can beset for guidance in determin- 
ing tho purifying power of any 
watercourse. 

The work undertaken by the hydro- 
graphic experts of the U. S. Govern- 
ment will therefore be useful in the 
determination of the self purifying 
powers of many of the interstate riv- 
ers.- Theso results will be highly 
Beneficial to the municipalities and 
corporations which may be looking 
toward the cstablishmetit of sewerage 
systems and purification worve, |

Electric Power Will be Furnished 


City of Mexico. 
Toronto, Jan. 15.—To supply 
electric power to the City of 


Mexico is the latest great Industry in 
Uywar aq) uy Azred eum osx “A 7Bq2 
which Canadian capitalists are intcrcst~ 
ing themselves. . 

“Lam interested in a power echeme 
in Mexico,” said Mr. William Mackenzie 
to a reporter yesterday. “We are goi 
to develop electric power f - the light. 
ing system of Mexico, for the factories 
and everything else that will use elec- 
tric power. We are making our plans 
at present to develop 40,000 froraepawer, 
but we will be able to produce 80,000 
horsepower there when it ia required.” 

A meeting will be held in Montecal to- 
day, when it is expected that fina! ar 
Tangements will be made for the forma. 
tion of the company, which vill be 
known as the Mexican Light & Power 
Company, with a capital of $12,000,000, 
of which $7,500,000 ia stated to have 
been already subscribed. 

The necessary concessions have been 
granted by the Mexican Government, 
and te company will go to work at 
once. ‘he work will require two yearr 
to complete, the power havin, to be 
developed about 80 miles from the City 
of Mexico, " 

It has always been considered an ims 
possibility to get water-power into the 
City of Mexico. Situated in the bed of 
an old lake, it is almost entirely sure 
rounded by mountains, in which not » 
single waterfall of any size ia to be 
found. There is not ‘a single stream 
within @ radiua of 50 miles. A’ a dis 
tance of 00 miles, however, in t) diree. 
tion of the’ Gulf of Mexico, are to be 
found, in a small range of the Sierra

Daily Newspapers on Steamships 
‘Yet in the Future. 


London, Jan. 16—The announcement 
that arrangements had been made to 
publish daily papers on Atlantic steam- 
crs supplied with the wireless telegraph 
system seems to be founded on a plan, 
which foes into effect within « fortnight, 
to send news bulletins to certain steam- 
era approaching the coast.

SENSATIONAL SHOOTING. 


Outrage by Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bouth Carolina. , 

Columbia, SC, Jan. 16.—While walk- 

ing home to lunch N. G. Gon 

tales, the editor of The State, the local 

paper, was met by Lieut.-Governor Till- 

man and two State Senators. Lieut.- 


Governor Tillman stepped close to Mr, 
Gonzales, and, drawing his revolver, 
placed the weapon close to him and 
fired. Mr. Gonzales staggered, but was 
eaught by two men. Tillman, after the 
shooting, walked away, wiping his re- 
volver on his coat. Then he attempted 
to throw the weapon away, Tillman was, 
arrested. Mr. Gonrales was carried to 
his office, and later to the Columbia 
State Hospitals. He is said to be dying. 
‘The builet entered the right side, passed 
entirely through the body, and out 
throu; the left side. Gonzales says 
the shooting was entirely without pro- 
yocation.

-Jobannesburg, Jan. 19—Colonial See 
fetary Chamberlain at a banquet given 
him’ delivered a speech; in 


.which he gave for the first time the de- 


tails which have been arranged for the 


financing of the new colonies. He de- 


ascribe the arrangement as “an unique 
and unprecedentea action on the part of 
the Imperial Government,” and one 
which was satisfactory to the represen- 
tative associations which met in Johan- 
nesburg to-day. The proposal, he said, 
was first, that the Government under- 
takes to submit to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment a bill to guarantee a loan of $'75,- 
000,000 on the security of the assets of 
the Transvaal and Orange River colonies, 
which were’ being united for this pur- 
pose. The loan would be raised as soon 
as the Imperial Parliament should give 
its consent, the money~ being devoted 
to paying the existing debts of the 
Tranavank buying the existing railroads, 
providing for the construction of new 
lines, allowing the necessary expenditure 
for — works, and also providing for 
the land settlement, This part of the 
plan will place Orange River Colony and 
the Transvaal in funds to carry out 
the development of the country. The

A NEW ERA MARKED. 


Firat Salling of New Steamship 
South Africa a Success. 


A copy of Tho Cape Town Argus, 
to hand, contains an interesting art- 
icle op the arribal. of Canadian peo- 
duce in South Africa. In part, the 
article says: 

“Tuesday last marked a day which, 
it may be confidently predicted, ush- 
ered in a new era in the relations be- 
tween South Africa and ber great 
sister, Canada. ‘The Allan liner On- 
tarian, 4,800 tons, from Montreal 
anf Quebec, entered Table Bay filled 
to the hatches with Canadian pro-, 
duce for the great South African 
market, She is the first steamer of 
the new direct monthly service, 
Jointly run by the Allan, the Elder 
Dempster and Furness lines, under; 
contract with the Dominion Govern-’ 
ment, who pay them a total subsidy 
of about £25,000 per annum. The 
next to arrive will be the Elder 
Dempster liner Melville, 4,391 tons, 
also from Montreal and Quebec, 
which sailed on the 18th inst., and 
is due to arrive about Dec. 12. She 
will be the Jest to leave these ports 
this season, a8, on account of the 
ice, the Furness’ lincr Oriana, which 
follows her on Dec. 18, will, sail 
from Hallfax and St. John. Tho 
Ontarian also calls at Port Elizabeth 
and Durban; the Melville at Cape, 
Town, East London and Durban. 
Messrs. Laing, Miller & Co. are the 
local agents, 

“The Ontarilan was filled up with au 
cargo, a great proportion of which 
consisted of buttcr; tho Melville it 
scoms {is also full up. »Some pertic- 
ulars of the Onturian’s cargo, total- 
ling some 4,400 tong, should prove 
of interest to all who are concerned 
in the important question of the pro- 
motion of intercolonial trade. In ad- 
dition to over 4,000 boxes of butter, 
she brought a quantity of machinery 
of various kinds for Johannesburg. 
Practically the whole of the butter 
was consigned to Cape Town, In ad- 
dition to a quantity of furniture, 

timber, flour. peas and beans, canned 
fruit, ete. Cape Town's proportion 
of the 4,400 tons was 1,200. Port 
Elizabeth’s was the same, boing of 
much the same nature (with the ex- 
ception of the butter), while Durben 
takes the largest share, with 2,0 
tons, Including flour, oats, apples, 
bepns, hams and other articles.” 

Continuing the article contained an 
interview with James G. Jardine, 
Canadian Trade Commissioncr in 
that country, in which he expressed 
his delight at the success of the irst 
sailing of the new Hne, and a pro- 
found hope for increased trado rela- 
tfona between Canada and South At- 
titra.

F “Bends,” a Now Disease. 


i rn 
_) The New. York Sun the other day had 
w long and’ interesting’ descriptive ar- 
ticle on the trolley’ tunnel now in pro- 
cess of construction: under. the North 
River, and which is. to connect New 
York and Jersey. Owing to tho difficult: 
and hazardous nature of the work and 
the peculiar- formation of the ground, 
the work is being done in a compressed. 
air chamber. ‘The use of sir pressure 
holds the. water back by opposing to 
4 as far as possible an equal. pressure 
from’ within: Between the-shielil and 
the bottom of the shaft 4,200 feet back 
ander the Jerscy. shore line are two air 
locks, furnishing ‘in the chambers’ Le-. 
tween them two different stages of air 
pressure. An air lock is an arrange 
ment to provide communication between’ 
the outer atmosphere ‘and the chamber 
Glled with com: air, (It consists 
simply of a cy ical tank or boiler 
with doors at each end, opening in the 
same direction—that is, inward against 
the pressure. To gain admiasion to the 
com air chamber s gang of 
workmen enters the air lock by the out- 
ec duor. This door is then closed and 
compressed air is introduced into the 
air lock till the pressure is the same 
as in the chamber beyond, When that 
stage is reached the inside door can be 
ae and the workmen pass into the 
chamber. A reverse process enables 
them to return again to the outer air. 
In the case of this tunnel there are 
two air locks 1,600 feet apart. In the 
first the normal atmospheric pressure of 
“fifteen pounds to the square inch Is 
raised to twenty or twenty-two pounds, 
the pressure in the middle chaml«r be- 

rat Fifteen hundred feet further into 

he’ tunnel is a strong’ bulkhead con- 
taining a second lock. In this the pres 
sure is raised to thirty pounds to the 
square inch or more, according to the 
need in the working chamber on the 
other side, that in which ia the saield 
andthe head of the tunnel... The limit 
of endurance is fifty . pounds to the 
equare inch. Only, men who are phy- 
sically sound and strictly temperate can 
work in these compreseed air chambers, 
It appears that they must he careful 
about coming out in too great a hur 
{nto norma! pressure,avain or they suf- 
fer a serious and etimes a fatal at- 
tack known as the’ “bends,” to which 
workers in compressed air are subject. 
There is a rule that on coming out of 
the inner chamber, the workers must 
stay in each air lock “for scveral min- 
utes to enable them to beconie used to 
she reduced pressure. It is to accus- 
tom the men to the change that the 
two air locks are placed 1,500 feet apart 
in the tunnel, for it insures, in at 
least, a gradual transition—but the mas 
who breaks the rule and hurries through 
the air locks in five cases out of ten will 
be stricken with the disease. The vis- 
tim does not feel the effects till he gets 
through the last lock and into normal 
pressure. Then he is seized with 
cramps. His knees, his elbows, in fact, 
every joint in his body, is affected and 
he suffers excruciatin, in, There is 
only one means of relief and that is to 
put him agahi under heavy predsure and 
after he recovers gradually to reduco 
the pressure again. If thia relief is 
not at hand the attack may be fatal, 
as it was to a man who was stricken 
in Canal street a few weeks ago. This 
bas Ied to the establishment of a com- 
pressed air hospital at the top of tho 
shaft. This is nothing more than a big 
steel boiler twenty feet long and eight 
fect in diameter. It is divided into two 
compartments, in each of which is a 
bench, and is fitted with airtight doors, 
tlectric lights and valve attached to the 
sompressed air engine. A workman suf- 
fering with the “bends” is carried up the 
shaft into this hospital and laid on the 
bench. Then the door is closed and 
the compressed air gump raises the 
as within. An hir guage en the 

oor shows what the pressure is. As 
it rises to the limit in which he has 
veen working, the man’s rigid limbs re- 
fax and his pains subside. After @ 
while the pressure is gradually reduc- 
od, a physician meanwhile watching tho 
man carefully, and he can soon be tzkes 
into the outer air again. But he say 
feel the effects of the attack far weeks, 


New Diamond Fields. 

Some German capitalists of Bremen, 
headed by Senator Achelis, have formed 
& syndicate to work the diamond ficlds 
that have recently been discovered in 
German Southwest Africa, ‘The Ger- 
man newspapers say that it {s hoped 
to develop another Kimberley in this 
cegion and to destroy the monopoly at 
present enjoyed by the great De Beers 
Company. The discovery of diamonds 
n German Southwest Africa is quite re- 
cent, and little has been made. known 
sbout thia new source of wealth in that 
solony except that the fields are situat- 
ed among the mountains in the central 
rt of the colony. It has Jong been 
nown that Kimberley could not per- 
manently have a monopoly of the dia- 
mond trade. At present it supplies 
most of the diamonds in the market ; 
but there are several other fields in 
South Africa that promise well, though 
little or nothing kas yet been done to 
develop them. ‘the Australians also 
tre beginning to work diamond mines in 
Sew South Wales, which promise rich 
returns, ‘The fields of Brazil, at one 
time the great source of supply, are 
quite certain to te as productive as 
ever when modern methods of diamond- 
mining, backed by abundant capital, are 
introduced there. Very little has been 
done to develop diamond-mining along 
the banks of the Vaal River in South 
_ Africa, where the diamonds of that coun- 
try were first discovered. Mines were 
opened there and they yielded abund- 
antly for two years, until the marvel- 
ious richness of the beds at Kimberley 
was revealed in 1869.

ADDITIONAL * PARTICULARS OF 
THE ACCIDENT WHICH BEFEL 
GILBERT GENEREUX, , 

Tweed, Jan. 22.~-A“thost shocking 
fatality occurred in tho township of 
Elzevir, 2 couple of miles north of 
Bridgewater, on Tuesday afternoon, 
owhen Mr. Gilbert Generoux came to a 
terriblo and untimely end.” ‘While 
working alan> in-tho woods with his 
team, getting out logs -he was kicked 
in the forenead by one of the horses 
and, it is supposed, almost instantly 
kilied. It is not known at exactly

BATTLE IN: PROGRESS. 


ED BY WARSHIPS’ GUNS. 


Shipa Heturn to Attack of San 


Maracaibo, Jan. 23.—The bombard- 
ment of Fort San Carlos by the Ger- 
man cruisers Vineta, Panther and 
Falke was continued Wednesday af- 
ternoon until 6 o'clock. It was resum- 
@d yesterday at daybreak. The first 
shells were hurled at the fort at 4 
o'clock at long range. At 6 o’clock 
the Panther, being of light draught, 
closed in and again became actively 
engaged... The fort replied. At 3 
o'clock the engagement. was proceed- 
ing as fiercely as that of Wednesday. 
Twelve dead and fifteen badly wound- 


ed Venezuelan soldiers were counted | 


in the fort at 7 o’clock Wednesday 


“night by the correspondent of the As- 


sociated Press. 

The Panther left her position close in 
to Fort San Carlos, which she took’ up 
earlier in‘the day, Wednesday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, and joined the Falke. This 
ship was half a mile outside the bar 


_and about five miles from the fort. At 


3 o'clock the correspondent of The As- 
sociated Presa in a rowboat approached 
one side of the fort, out of range, and 
from this point witnessed the long 
range fire of the German cruisers, which 
was continued from 3 uatil @ o’clock. 
The Vinet and the Falke were close 
together, and nearer the fort than tho? 
Panther; the firat two vessele at a 
range of one and a half miles poured in 
a eontinuows rain of. shell upon the 
fert, and only stopped fi with the 
advent of dusk at 6 o'clock. At this 
hour the German vessels retired sea- 
ward, after having made a second in- 
effectual attempt to land troops in the 
Village of San Carlos, situated at the 
base of the fort. 

At 7 o'clock Wednesday. afternoon 


the correspondent who was accompanied | 


by a Government telegrapher bearing a 
telegram from President Castro to the 
commandant of San Carlos, Ianded on 
the island and entered the fort. The 
walls of the fort are terribly battered, 
and there were many evidentes of the 
flerce ¢: ent. ‘welve dead Vene- 
ruelan sovdre were counted behind the 
ramparts, and fiftecn other men, ser- 
fously wounded, were lying on a low 
platform. The fort is literally covered 
with pieces of broken shells, It waa 
seen that a great many of the German 
shells had not explo: The magazine 
had a very narrow escape, two shells 
having come within an ace of penctrat- 
Ing it, The walls of the fort which 
faco towards the entrance of the lake 
suffered particularly, and were — 
ed. It is estimated by Commandant- 
General Bello-that the German ships 
fired more than 1,600 shells at Fort San 
Carlos. 

Although the damage inflicted upon 
the fort by the sustained fire of the 
German cruisers is very great, it is not 
all that could be expected from such a 
continuous fire - +e 

er The ‘lage o 
Bon Gates suffered greatly. The 
aim of — the German gunners 
appears to have been inaccurate, jfor 
more than 60 per cent, of their shells 
exploded in the village before reaching 
the fort, ' 

The cannon mounted at San Carlos 
have not sufficient range to\reach the 
Falke and the Vineta, so the tire from 
these vessels was not returned, as they 
kept out ofjreach of the Venezuelan ar- 
tillery. ‘The Vineta and Falke are of 
too great draught to cross the bar. The 
Panther alone can do this, and thisjfact 
explains why the last-megtioned cruiser 
was the only one to come in close to the 
fort. Some of;the artillery of the fort 
has been destroyed by the German fire, 
but there are still five guns that can be 


Gencral Bello is a soldier of remark- 
able courage and daring. He has shown 
greatibravery, and is in no way intimi- 
dated. He will not abandon the fort, 
but will resist so long as it is passible 
for him to do so. tte ‘declares that on 
January 17, the occasion of the first 
bombardment. the Panther fired upon 
him first, without reason and ;without 
provocation, ‘Ihe report that the big- 
gest of the three attacking vessels was 
either an English or an Italian ship is 
untrue. It is known that all three yes- 
sels are German. 

A fisherman from the village of San 
Carlos has arrived here with his fam- 
ily. Two of this man’s children were 
killed by German shells. He reports 
that more than twenty-tive Indian tish- 
ermen have been killed or wounded at 
San Carlos.

AN ARTFUL BUTLER.

Natives of New Guinea Revert to 
Cannibalism. 

Victoria Jan.24.—The steamer Miowe- 
ra, which arrived last night, brings news 
of the murder of several white men by 
the natives of New Guinea. A drought 
has been experienced for some time on 
the island, and it is thought that as a 
result of the shortage of food in conse- 
quence the nativas have reverted to can- 
nibalism. Murders are reported from 
several places. One report tells of the 
killing of two Europeans, prospectors, 
who were eaten by the blacks, and a 
Dutch constable is reported to have been 
kidnapped and eaten. Several blacks were 
also murdered. Many of the natives 
have no food, and are subsisting on 
roots and herbs.

Berlin, Jan.24—Count Von Balles- 
trem has resigned the Presidency of the 
Reichstag in consequence of disapproval 
with his attitude during the attempt. 
Jnnuary 20, of Herr ;Voilmar, Socialist, 
to raise a debate in the House on the 
charges brought against the late Herr 
Krapp and on Emperor «William's tele- 
grams and speeches on the subject, The 
President at that time declined to per- 
mit the discussion, on the ground that 
it was out of order to discuss a private 
person while debating the budget.

Brantford, Jan. 20.—Samucl Watson, 

who shot and killed his brother Wes 

ley on Dec. 23 near Middleport, mis- 


taking him for a burglar, was tried be- | 


fore his Honor Judge Hardy yester- 
day on a charge of manslaughter,, and 
was dischargea. It was the final stage 
in the proceedings resulting from the 
terrible tragedy, and no evidence was 
submitted. Mr. L. F. Heyd, K-C., ap- 

red for the prisoner, and A. J, 
Vilkea, K.C., for tho Crown. A plea 
of not guilty was entered to the charge 
of manslaughter, although Mr. Heyd ad- 
mitted that there was no doubt that 
Samuel Watson had killed his brother, 
explaining at the same time that he 
thought the circumstances were such 
that the prisoner should not be held 
responsible. The Crown Attorney. 
agreed that although hs considered Wat- 
son technically guilty of manslaughter, 
it was a question if there was any fel- 
onious intent. Judge Hardy! thereforé 
felt justified in discharging the prisoner. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S TOUR, 


— ' 
Met at Ventersdorp by a Boer Com- 
mando. 


London, Jan. 206.—Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain started Saturday on an in- 
teresting waggon trek from Potches- 
troom to Mafeking, accompanied by Mra. 
thamberlain, Sir Arthur Lawley, Major- 
Genera] Baden-Vowe'l and others, Re 
lays of mules had been arranged to en- 
able the party to travel at about ten 
miles an hour. There waa a picturesque 
sceno outaide Ventersdorp, 31 miles 
northwest of Potchestroom.. A com. 
mando of Boers met the party and cs- 
corted it into the tewn. A bouquet of 
flowers was presented to Mra. Chamber- 
lain, The Colonial Secretary was con- 
ducted to the house of the Landroost, 
and the commando of Bocra drew up in 
a half circle outside. Soon after Gen. 
Delarey arrived, and was cordially receiv- 
ed by Mr. Chamberlain, who introdaced 
him to Mra, Chamberlain. After the 
Siena ee of = aiares of bagel 

é made e speech to the com- 
mando, in which he congratulated the 
Boers on being the comrades of so great 
and gallant a man as Gen. Delarey. Ho 
said also :—“I hore he ie my friend, and 
I hope you all are my friends. We 
fought a good fight, and there is nothing 
to be ashamed of on either side.” 

On the conclusion of Mr, Chamber- 
tain’s epeech, which was throughout in 
this vein, Gen. Delarey unexpectedly 
atenved forward and addressed the

Hiave you ever explored the cast 
side of New York City—that is, 
where.the Bowery is situated? There 
many poor live. There the masses 
are huddled together in tenements. It 


_isjthe home of hundreds of thousands 


of men and women who overy winter 
are fighting. the» two-man cating 
bloodhounds, cold-and hunger, which 
are snarling and snapping at them 
like famished wolves, 

But though the east side of New 
York city may be the bomo of the 
poor and, in many places, of the so- 
cial out¢ast, yet in 1996 there was 
seen upon its strects a most remark- 
able funeral. That day 15,000 hu- 
man hearts were aching. At least 
800 men were walking in lino behind 
that hearse. There were sixty pall- 
bearers, every once of Whom to more 
or less extent; was indebted for hia 
health or life to the man whose body 
was then sleeping in the-casket, 
“Who is this man about to bo bur- 
fed,” asked an eyewitness, ‘a king 
or Warrior, a statesman, an orator, 
a governor, a city official?’ No. Ho 
was a plain, simplo physiclan. He 
was a Dr, Aronson, who had given 
up his whole life to work among the 
poor. Hv not only cared for tho sick 
body, but also for the sick soul, He 
had inherited a small fortune fram 
his father, nnd when he entered the 
homes of the destitute. he woull 
leave hero a little and there a little 
along with his prescriptions, While 
he lay sick hundreds and thousands 
ot poor people whom he had befricnd- 
ed.came to inquire at his door. They 
knelt by hundreds in the strect about 
his house, praying to God to restore 
to them their good physician, When 
he was dead, with their own hands 
the poor carricd him out to lust 
resting place. 

Dr, Aronson was only-a beautiful 
type of Luke, “the beloved pbysi- 
clan,”"¢ .Paul-would nevor have writ- 
ten so tenderly about him unless Dr.- 


In:imMagination I sco Paul coming to 
his ‘room at night and saying: 
“Where is “Luke? Where is Dr. 
Luke?’ Then some one would ans- 
wer, ‘‘Paul, after you had finished 
preathing to that great audience this 
evening und Luke had closed the ser~ 
vice with prayer, some one told Dr. 
Luke ‘about an old Christian saint 
who was sick and could not get out 
to the service. Then Dr. Luke im- 
mediately said, “Why, I will go at 
once and see her.*’ So he took along 
his medicine bag in one hand and his 
Bible in the other. He told me to 
tell you not to sit up for him. Ho 
did not know when he could get 
back."' "Yes, yes,"’ half disappoint- 
edly answers the missionary; ‘“‘that 
is just like Dr. Luke. 1 never seem 
to be able to have him at all for 
myself. He is always calling upon 
some one that is poor and sick and 
fn trouble. My, how tired he must 
get!’’ Then sone morning I sce 
Paul wake up. le looks over to the 
other side of the room, where a bed 
fs all mussed up and yet without an 
occupant. ‘Well,"’ suys Paul. ‘‘I 
guess Luke is’ off again on one of his 
calls.

Wo 
certainly must sai] today.” ‘Then in 
imagination I sce the companion of 
Paul running down to the wharf just 
before the gangplank is drawn in. He 
has been employing every moment of 
the time to visit the sickroom, to 
give ‘a last prescription and to offer 
a last prayer, and as he rushes up 
to the ship I can see scores of men 
und womer whom he has helped 
reach forth their hands as they cry: 
“Goodby, Dr. Luket Goodby! Good- 
by! May God bless and keep and re 
ward you for what you have done 
for us! Goodby! Goodby!" Then 
I can sce good old Dr. Luke turn and 
Buy: “Goodby, my dear Christian 
friends! May Christ, the Divine Phy- 
siciun, heal your diseased physical 
bodies and your sin diseased souls ! 
Farewell until we meet In heaven!’’ 

I have dwelt on the lives of these 
two men—Dr. Luke, the beloved phy- 
siclan of"the early days of Christian- 
itv, and Dr. Aronson of ovr own 
time—because I want you to realize 
how much the world is indebted to 
consecrate medical talent. 

The good Christian physician is to- 
day one of the most honored of all 
men. This sentence would have been 
a very startling one to have been 
made a century ago. Dr. W. B. Dav- 
is in a late address before ai great 
convention of doctors and surgeons 
declared that in the carly part of the 
last century physicians were practi- 
cally social nonentities. ‘‘They had 
virtually no place in European so- 
cicty."". They were looked upon in 
the samo way as playwriters and 
actors were regarded during” the 
Shakespearean cra. But now among 
the most honored men are to be

It is the fashfon now in certain cir- 
cles to disparage the physiclan. Somo 
people say that not only ig the doc- 
tor a quack,and a charlatan, but 
they have no use for physicians at 
all. They exultantly boast that they 
have nover . taken any‘’medicine in 
their lives. ~ * = 

Some yoars ago, aS a merchant, on 
account of worry and overwork, you 
becamo physically run down. A friond 
told you that you ought to see a 
physician. You'snecred at him, but’ 


you continued to grow wo You 
became so weak that you had ‘to take 
a carringe to business. One day you 


felt an awful pain shoot through 
your lung. Pneumonia had stabbed 
your breathing apparatus as with a 
sharp knife. You uttered a cry. of 
pain; you attempted to stagger to 
your feet; then you fell back, white 
uS a corpse and with your forchead 
covered with a cold, clammy sweat. 
The clerks bundled you up and took 
you home, Your wife at once rang 
the telephone and called the doctor. 
‘Then you did not order the physician 
out of the house, You watched him. 
You know, as you lay there, that 
your life was held in the ‘palm, of his 
hand. Oh, how falthful-that doc- 
tor was! Ile came in the morning: 
he came in the evening. When you 
had that sinking spell, he came at 
midnight. He worked and worked 
and worked over you. Yes, you can 
remember it as though it were yes- 
terday when the doctor turned and 
said: ‘‘Well, my man, I think the 
crisis is past. I think you will get 
well. But we have had a hard fight 
for your life — yes, an awful hard 
fight.” Then in that crisis were you 
not willing to Ict that family physi- 
cian give to you any advice he 
could? If that physician at that 
time had come and prayed at your 
bedside and as a Christian doctor 
had told you about the love of the 
Good Physician Christ, would you 
not have listencd to him and have 
gladly said ‘‘Amen?”’ ‘ 

But the purpose of the medical pro- 
fession Is not only to make the siok 
well, Dut also to prevent the well 
from getting sick.

That the. chief triumphs of the 
medical profession have been won 
during the last century in the pre 
vention of disease rather than in the 
cure there is no doubt. How have 
the great plagues which used to 
sweep over Eurofe been halted? By 
the potter of the sword? No. By 
the power of the bacteriologist’s mi- 
croscope and the physician’§ pen. Dr, 
Earle, a leading professor in the 
Chicago College of Physicians: and 
Burgeons, told me that when he firat 
commenced his practice in Chicago 
30 per cent. of all his patients’ sick- 
nesses Were duc to bad water and 
poor drainage. With the improve 
ment of Chicago’s drainage systtm 
that 30 fer cent. of sickness Is be- 
ing gradually climinated. Why is 
the longevity of tho human race be- 
ing increaréd year by year? Because 
people do ‘not work as hard as they 
used to work? Oh, no! An average 
man texlay gocs through more hard 
work a nerve exhaustion and ex- 
citement in a week than his grand- 
father did in a whole year. The 
longevity of the human race is in- 
croasing in spite of tho strenuous life 
wo lead. It is increasing because the 
doctor, year by year, is telling us 
how to eat, how to drefs amd In 
what kind of houses we should live. 
..Young man about to enter the 
medical profession. you are soon to 
be one of the great band of teachers 
of physical hygiene. Can you not be 
a leader in spiritual hygicne also? 
Your calling oyers for you the door 
of many homes. It not. only opens 
for you the front docr, but also the 
closet door, in - which hang the 
bleached bones of a family skeleton. 
You are to be the rezipicnat of the 
heart’s se"rets as-no one else in the 
community. You will have your fin- 
ger upon the pulse of a community 
and_will ultimately know whether it 
beats sinfully fast or sihfully slow. 
Will. you -not say the right gospel 
word to that young man who is do- 
fing what he ought not tu do? Will 
you not»speak a warning word to 
that wife, that mother, that child, 
who inay be drifting into sin? They” 
will gladly take Christian cdvice 
from you, which perkaps they would 
not take fronya minister. They inay 
say, “A minister ia merely werking 
for his salary,”"" but they will Fnow 
that you ure disinterested in s*oak- 
ing in the name of the Lord Jesus.

TALES OF TRAVELS: 


MR. GEO. B. LAZIER HAS RETURN- 
ED HOME AFTER MANY INTER- 
{STING EXPERIENCES, 

Mir. George. B. Lazier, ean of cur 
ttownsman, Mr. N. W. Lazier, is bamo 
om a visit and this morn’mg called 
apon The Intelligencer. Air. ‘Lazier’s 
home is at Seattle, Wash., and this is 
his first visit to the city in 14 years. 
Wihilst Seattle is his home, Mir. Lazier 
tas spent tho greater portion of the 
last five years in Alaska. ° 

In answer to an enquiry as to how 
‘he liked that country, Sir. Lazier said 
very well. It was, he said, a country’ 
avhich was much misundorstood. 
Thero is delightful summer weather 
from-se Ist of May. to the '-*4 1-0, 
tober, and the growth of. yegetaticaits 
wonderful. Grass, be ‘said’ grew 60 
high that he was unablo to reach the 
top with bis hands and was eo thick 
that persons wkibing to go (brough 
it would bave to assist ‘in making ‘a 
path with their hands. Ho was up 
os far as Nome, which is 3,000 miles 
from Seattle. Last summer ‘he 
travelled 10,000 miles by water, Dur- 
ing the winter of 1901 the thermo- 
acter at one lime registered 40. ce- 
recs below zero, but Mir. Lazier said 
the air was dry and the severe cold 
was not {clt. Same people, however, 
lost therr lives in a terrible bliz- 
gard which raged there for ccince 
time. During its progress it was nol 
safe for persons to leave their lnoane. 

Asked if bo was goimg to return lo 
tbat country, Mr. Laozier said be 
avould. He was interested in about 
4,000 apres of Jind which was valmbie 
There were in that country consider- 
able roincrat deposits, such as gold, 
silver, copper, tin, and cven some coal. 
in southeastern Alsska an oil well 
was sunk and of! out of a seven-inch 
pipe gushed up into’ th: alr a distance 
of 150 fect. It was estimated that 
it would yield from 560 to 1,000 bar- 
rels per day. At present it was plug- 
ged amd not allgwed to run. 

Qne experience which Mr. Lazier 
had was rather interesting, namely, 
being for two days cpon a volcanic 
mecuntaus, s9me 6,000 feet above the 
Behring 822. He was able to boil 
avater co make tea and coffee over 
‘one of uhe blowers. = 

‘Fuct in that country is scarce, as 
‘much as $100 per ton having been 
paid fer coal, and soft coal at that, 
bat the prevailing price is about $40 
per ton. ?/Frowzht sates are enor- 
mous, be having paid at tho sate of 
$75 per ton for goods shipped from 
Seattle to Nour. This he attributes 
greatly to ths,fact that there is “no 
twharfage aiid ths goods have to be 
Yaken off tho larger veesels and re 
shipped by smaller craft to the shores. 

Alaska, Mr. Lazicr says, is one of 
the fichest possessions of the United 
States, and he thas every reason to be- 
lieve that it will te in a few, year 
quite thickly populated and-bullt up. 
lt is his intention to return thrre af- 
ter ho leaves here. tua-

: ARBITRATION. 5.5 -

Treaty Signed at Washington Meets 
General Approval—A History: of 
the Dispute—Threo Arbitrators to 
Act For’Each Side—Choosing an 
‘Umpire. cane eek 


~ New York, Jan. 26.—A special to ‘I'he 
Tribune from Washington says :—Settle-. 
ment ‘of the Alaskan boundary: dispute 
_| by a commission of six jurists, three ap- 
pointed by the United States and three by 


_treaty. signed by Secretary Hay ond Am- 
bassador Herbert to-day, thus removing 
the Inst serious difierence that for 
years has affected the cordial relations 
otherwise existing between the two 
great English-speaking nations, The 
agreement is recognized 2¢ one of Seo 
retary Hay’s most notable diplomatic 
triumphs, and as a striking evidence of 
British good-will, especially at thio time 
of critical conditions in the Caribbean 
Sea. Following, as it does, within forty 
eight houra of the consummation of 
Panama Canal treaty, it has created 
much enthusiasm in Congress, as well as 
in exeoutive circles nee ge hag hal lyon 
new sgreement is partigularly gratify- 
ing to the official world ere, isos it is 
identical with the proposition submitted: 
by Gecretary Hay in R09-and rejected 
by. the British members’ of the Joint 
igh Commission appointed to settle all 
outstanding differences between the 
United States and Great Britain, 

The counter proposal made by the 
British at that time was for a commie- 
sion of three jurists from each country, 
but having a seventh member, who 
should cast the deciding vote in case of 
a deadlock.- After’a brief consideration 
of the British proposal, the rejection by 
the British Government of a proposal to 
choose the seventh member from Mexico, 
Brazil or Switzerland, and a similar re- 
fusal on the part of this orig nares to 
accept a mem from various European 
countries named Great Britain, the 

TO} tion wae rejected, and the Joint 

igh Commission, then in seasfon, ad- 
journed indefinitely, without having de- 
cided a single one of the twelve points 
of difference for the settlement of which 
it originally met. That the British havo 
now aocepted the identical proposal re- 
jected then marks a significant: diplo- 
matic triumph. d 

The proposal made by Great Lritain to 
refor the Alaskan boundary dispute has 
been utterly repugnant to the United 
States, because the matter at issue did 
ot at any time seem to this Gorernment 
® proper question for arbitration, since it 
was purely a question of fegal title,which 
could be determined definitely one way 
or the other—rather a matter for de- 
elsion and not mutual concession. Con- 
sequently Secretary Hay has constant- 
ly urged that it be referred to an equal 
number of eminent jurists of each coun- 
try. The absolute reliance this Gov- 
ernment has always placed in the title 
derived from Russia has supported the 
United States in ita contention that ar- 
bitration was not a fcasible solution. A 
failuro of the commission named in the 
new treaty would probadly place the 
question in the category of mistters sus- 
captible of arbitration, but not the 
slightest idea exists here that any such 
outcomo can result from the work of 
the commission. Un the other hand, the 
strongest expectation of a complete jus- 
tification of the American title was ex- 
pressed by those highcat in official circles 
to-day. 

Tho dispute over the Alaskan bound- 
ary arises from the claim of the Cana- 
dians, voiced by the Hritish members of 
the Joint High Comission referred to

resulted in a proposition made by the 
Secretary of State and favorably receiv- 
ed by Lord Salisbury, were rejected by 
the Canadian Government. Asa result 
of this action the British Government 
not merely withdrew its approval, but re- 
fused to proceed with the revision of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty until the Cana- 
dian claims in Alaska were sottled. Be- 
fore the Joint High Commission finally 
adjourned, after its futile negotiations, 
a modus vivéndi was signed on Uctober 
20, 1899. This was arranged with the 
express understanding that the claims 
of both nations should not be affected 
by the agreament, which wes entirely of 
@ temporary character. ‘The arrange- 
ment, however, does not give the Vansa- 
dlans a free port or access to the Lynn 
Canal on their own territory. 

The signing of the new treaty to- 
day is regarded on all sides as removing 
the sole serious difference existing be- 
tween the United States and Great Hrit- 
ain. Of the twelvo points which cama 
under the consideration of the Joint 
High Commission, this of the Alaskan 
boundary was at once the greatest and 
the only question of real importance. 
The other questions were of much léss 
moment. They were the rights of Am- 
erican fishermen in Canadian waters, the

_ Victoria, BC., Jan. 27.—The mission- 
ary steamer Glad Tidings, which cruis- 
ed to the different coast villages with 
Methodist missionaries some years ago, 
is a total wreck at Shushartic Bay, ac- 
cording to ‘néwsa received by. tho 
Tees. The bottom. has drop out 
of the hull, and ‘uothing remains, ac- 
cording to report, that is worth salving. 
The vessel, it will be remensbered, was 
rowed to the beach at Shushartie Bay, 
a couple of months ago. She was being 
brought down to Victoria by the Nell 
for sepalts, but in crossing Queen Char- 
lotte'Sound she sprang a leak, and was 
beached at Shushartie Bay to prevent 
her from sinking in-deep water. A short 
time ago Messrs. J. C. F. Gosse, and AL 
Gosse went north for the purpose .of 
floating her and bringing her on to this 
city.

DYEA AND SKAGUAY INCLUDED 


Statement Confirmed by’ Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier—United States Proposals 
of 1899 Modified. 


' Ottawa, Jan. 27.—Canada has made 
no concessions whatever to the United 
States in the matter. of the Alaska 
boundary. The treaty which has been 
signed at Washington provides for tho 
appointment of ix jurists of repute, 
three to represent the United States 
and three to represent Great Britain and 
Canada, in order, to determine the 
boundary between Canada and Alaska, 
in accordance with the treaty. between 
Russian and Great Britain of 1825. From 
consideration by this tribunal. no terri- 
tory will be reserved on the plea that it 
belongs to the United States, If a ma- 
jority of the members of the judicial 
tribunal, after careful investigation, 
shall decide that Dyea and Skaguay be- 
long -to the United States, Canada will 
loyally accept the award. If the decis- 
ion shall be that these towns are in Can- 
adian territory, it is to: be assumed 
that the United States will also accept 
it in feith, There is, of course, a 
probability «nat the tribunal may be 
equally divided in their opinion, in which 
event there will be no award. 1t ia said 
in certain newspapers that Canada has 

‘eed to the position submitted by 
the United States representatives to the 
Joint High Commission in 1899. This ix 
altogether erroneous. Undoubtedly the 
United States proposition provided for 
an arbitral tribunal of six members, but 
it was coupled with the condition that 
Dyea and Skaguay should remain witli 
the territory and jurisdiction of th- 


To quote from the actual wording of ti: 
United Statea prepositioh :—“All towns 
and settlements on tidewater, settled un- 
der the authorit: of the United States, 
and under the jurisdiction of the United 


4. | States at the date of this treaty, shall 


remain within the territory and jur‘sdic- 
tien of the cnited States.” 

To this condition the British repre- 
sentatives refused to agree, and Canada 


is still as stoutly opposed to it as ever. 


“The reference tothe. judicial tribunal is 


‘on for. the six.jurists to determine 
what is the ndary from the 
southernmost point of Prince of Wales 
Island to Mount St. Elias. The jurists 
have not yet been selected, that being a 
matter, in the Government’s opinion, 
which requires the utmost care. There 
will, however, be two British jurista and 
ome Canadian. As to the text of the 
treaty, the Prime Minister doubtless re- 
rds it as a State paper, which should 
presented to Parliament before itis 
published. The likelihood, therefore, is 
that it will be laid before Congress in 
advance of its publication. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, accompanied by 
Lady Laurier, returned to the city at 
12.40 p.m., but had little to say for pub- 
lication. He, however, made it clear that 
the whole boundary question goes to the 
judicial tribunal without any conditions, 
and that a Canadian jurist will be one 
of the members.

Sir Hibbert Tupper’s View of the.Al- 
aska Hoference. 


Vancouver, BU. Jan. 28—Sir Hib- 
bert Tupper said, in speaking of the 
proposed Alaska boundary commission: 
“I delieve the ‘commission will be ap- 
pointed to settle the question once for 
all ; I delleve, as usual, that Canada is 
to be euchred out of her rights by tho 
Americans, There are to be three com- 
missioners on each ‘side, and at least 
on the side of Great Britain there will 
be’ one Englishman, and perhaps two. 
In the light of past experience, bearing 
in mind the threo similar arbitrations, 
the American: commissioners will not 
budge an inch from their ground, no 
matter what happens. On the other 
hand, where Canada is concerned, British 
jurists are.apt to lean towards the Am- 
¢rican side on the grounds of impartial- 
ity, justice and the merits of the case. 
‘Thus it is possible that the Mnglish 
jurist will favor the American conten- 
tion and give them a victory. in the 
other event the commission results in a 
tie, each side holding its own, then, ac- 
cording’ to legal procedure, the Ameri- 
cans win, as the case-falls to the ground 
and the United States will say, ‘We 
are in possession of the disputed terri- 
tory. As you have not proved your 
case we will hang on to what we have.’ 
I believe that England would never 
fight the United States for one inch of 
Canadian territory. The United States 
knows this and knows what she is doing 
when she agrees to a commission of 
three on each side, for whichever say 
It goos the United States will win.”

INSANE BURNED TO DEATH 


YIFTY-TWO FATALITIES BY A 
FIRE AT A LONDON ASYLUM. 


Many of the Patients Died in Their 

Beds—Nurses and Doctors Work- 

_@d -Hercically to Save Their 
Charges. x 


- Zoadon, Jan. 28.—Not since Sep- 
tember, 1887, when the Exeter 
Theatre was burned down, has such a 
disastrous fire occurred in England as 
that which broke out yesterday morn- 
ing at Colney Hatch Asylum, Indeed, 
the loss of life was greater than any 
fire within the area of London in nearly 
two centuries, The fire was discovered 
at 5.30 in the morning, in a temporary, 
annex, crowded with female insane pa- 
tients, As the flames had to feed ° 
ly on wood, they spread with the ut- 
most rapidity. 

The majority of the inmates utterly 
failed to realize the danger, and many - 
of them were seen burning in their beds, 
tl helpless of- 

Is. Others escaped into the grounds 
in a naked condition, none had more 
than a nightdress on, and not a few 
rushed out of the building enveloped in 
flames, ‘Ine attendants did all in their 
power to save the poor, demented creat- 
ures, whose shricks were pitiable in the 
extreme. 
was over and 
filty-two lives had been lost. The local 
fire brigade complained bitterly of tho 
inadequate supply of water, and con- 
demned the authorities for herding the 
lunatics together in a building construct- 
ed entirely of wood. The disaster has 
created a profound impression in Lon: 
don. 

There were near:y 600 women in tho 
burned annex at the time the fire was 
discovered, and most of them were safe- - 
ly transferred to the main building, 
which was uninjured. : 

All the victims were lunatics. Their 
charred remains presented a horrifying 
spectacle. The asylum was besieged by. 
anxious relatives or friends of the pa- 
tients, who arrived from all quarters, 
Pitiable scenes were witnessed ns weep- 
ing men and women left the preinisea af- 
ter ascertaining that relatives or friends 
had perished in the flames. . 

The nurses had a terrible experience 
in trying to assist the insane people, 
who were so panic-stricken that they 
had Uterally to be driven to a placo 
of safety. The inflammable premises al- 
most immediately became a furious fur- 
nace, Nothing was Icft standing. ‘The 
corrugated iron roofs of the dormitories’ : 
and the bedsteads of the: patients were 
melted by tho intense heat. Some of 
the lunatics were burned while in bed, 

and the charred remains of others 
were found huddled together in corn: 
ers, while groups of partially consumed 
bodies on the site of the corridors 
showed that many persons Jost their 
lives and sacrificed ‘those of others in 
their frantic efforts to force a passage 
through the flames to the main build- 
ing. ats 1

port the genuineness of the “discovery,” 
and to defeat the sensible incredulity 
that began to set in as a reaction. The 
giant bad been “found” in the course of 
sinking a well. People discovered that 
it was an unfavorable place for a well, 
and began to question why any man 
sheuld have started to dig adhere. Then 
it was found that the owner of the farm 
had sent to a man in the West several 
thousand dollars of the money received 
for admission fees to the booth where 
the figure was exhibited. How came & 
amall farmer to owe so much money? 
Real science uttered its protest. Pro- 
fessor Marsh of Yale pronounced the 
giant a humbug. It was not an ancient 
statue, certainly not a petrified body. 
“The giant must have been recqntly bur- 
ied,” he said. “I am surprised that any 
scientific observers should mot have de- 
tected at once the unmistakable evidence: 
against its antiquity.” i 
‘Meanwhile Mr. Barnum tried to pur- 
chase the “giant,” but in vain. So he 
had a copy made so like the original 
that only an expert could “tell them 
apart. The new statue was also exhid- 
ited as the Cardiff Giant, and the matter 
had begun to be a comedy with Barn- 
um’s eyes twinkling behind it.- 
Finally the truth came out. A man 
with a love of humor and a desire to 
test the extent of human credulity had 
deliberately set to work to dupe the 
public. He had chiseled this giant from 
piece of stone that had blue-veins in 
it—a great ald to the “ trified man’ 
delusion—had pricked little pores all 
foyer hia strange work of art, and had 
made grooves in it which looked like 
ruts worn by running water, Then he 
had shipped it to his brother-in-law, the 
New York farmer, who had sent his fam- 
ily away at the time, so they “could 
swear they had first seen the giant rest- 
ing in his “grave. 
Kithough this celebrated hoax had long 
assed out of the public mind until Mr. 
Vhite’s article recalled it, the man who 
perpetrated the hoax was living. until 
very recently. His death occurred only 


a fow weeks ago.

Bixteen of the Numidian’s Passenger 
Sent Back. 
Halifax, Jan. 29.—The examination of 


the new rules of the immigration do- 
geen is very strictly condueted, Dr. 

lis, chief medical officer of the depart- 
ment, personally examined the passen- 
gers who arrived on the royal mail 
steamer Numidian yesterday, and of tho 
200 steerage, sixteen were rejected and 
ordered to be deported, owing to indica- 
tions of trachoma, ‘Dy. Ellis held up 
ten, five of them young Finns, and the 
others a Syriar family, consis! of fa- 
ther, mother and.three bright-looking 
children. The United States -Commia- 
sioner also held up six passengers, and 
the whole party were marched on board 
the steamer by the immigration guard- 
ians, The serage Reyes landed 
here were a fine, healthy lot, many of 
them Engliehmen, a few for the 
vinces, but most of them for Otterville, 
Ont., and Winnipeg. They included pat- 
tern-makers, carpenters, farmers, butch- 
ers, etc. A Syrian’ family .were bound 
for Stratford, and there were 40 Finns 
for Rat Portage, Copper Cliff, Port Ar- 
thur, Alberta and Winnipeg, and 50 for 
Michigan, Duluth, San Francisco and 
other United States ‘points. There 
were 35 Norwegians and Swedes for dif- 
ferent points.
